The 
subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be separately usable. 
In the instant case, the invention of claims 50-72 has separate utility for managing 
construction-based projects including managing tasks such as team assembly, site 
acquisition, permit acquisition, etc. Additionally, the invention of claims 50-72 does not 
include bidding or managing budget/costs. The invention of claims 1-49 is also directed 
to project management, but does not recite any construction-related task management 
and does include bidding and managing budget/costs. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 50-72 are withdrawn from consideration 
as being directed to a non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 
821.03.
